Ninety-one and one-half tons 
of 
mail was dispatched from the local 
postoffice during the 
months 
of 
July and August, according to sta­ 
tistics upon which W. B. Tscharner 
has employed a crew of men during 
that time. 
This report proves to be very fa­ 
vorable when it is learned that the 
amount sent from the Madison post­ 
office during the same months, and 
with the same number of clerks, was 
only 165,888 pounds, or nearly 83 
tons, which falls 8 tons short of the 
output by the local force. 
The principal reason for the large 
output, however, is the fact that sev­ 
eral thousand circulars were 
sent 
during those months by the John A. 
Salzer Seed company. 
Few people stop to 
realize 
the 
enormous amount of m atter 
that 
is handled every day, year in and 
year out, by the local postoffice. It 
has been impossible to form a cor­ 
rect estimate of the output previous 
to the first of July, because the mail 
had not been weighed previous to 
that time except at irregular inter­ 
vals. 
W eigh All Mail. 
At the last session of congress a j 
measure was passed providing for j 
the weighing of all mail despatched I 
from all offices in the United States I 
for six consecutive 
months, 
from j 
July I to December 31, 1907. 
The work was started at the local I 
postoffice on the first of July and . 
the above am ount of m atter ’ has ! 
been weighed up to the first of Sep- ; 
tember. 
Each class of mail has been 
weighed and recorded separately and I 
! the task is a tremendous one. When I 
the period is eventually over, how­ 
ever, the postal department will be j 
able to ascertain the exact amount 
of mail m atter that has been carried 
during the sif months by the portal 
service. 
These statistics will be used as a 
basis for determining the relative 
cost connected with the handling of 
the various classes of mail matter 
and will aid materially, in the fram ­ 
ing of legislation on m atters regard­ 
ing postal rates and mail transporta­ 
tion. 
Heretofore the department has 
had no figures available for this pur­ 
pose and merely made approximate 
estimates of the amount of matter 
carried which were frequently found 
to he incorrect. 
The postoffice department and the 
members on the committees in the 
senate and house of representatives 
have determined to place the postal 
system upon a thoroughly practical 
basis and intend to reorganize it so 
that they will be able to ascertain 
upon short notice the expense 
in­ 
volved and the revenue at hand for 
t h ' handling of the various class**? 
of mail, and the work which has 
been carried on for the past two 
months is a step in that direction. 
Postmaster W. B. Tscharner real­ 
ized, as did numerous other post­ 
masters, the herculean task 
which 
had been put upon their shoulders. 
but th^ir efforts have proven to be 
very successful. 
The mail was despatched at the 
local postoffice according to the ta­ 
ble given below. This, however, does 
not include the weight of incoming 
matter, which would about

o Lake Michigan. ISO miles, to 
nouth of the Fox river at the 
>f Green Bay. 
Bat! Weather for Time 
Their experience on these waters 
was in some respects the most haz­ 
ardous of the entire trip. 
It was 
windy and the lake very roueh. and 
it was difficult to make any great 
headway with their little craft. They 
were obliged to run their boat early 
in the morning, when the lake was 
calm, and seek a landing as soon as 
the waves began to roll later in the 
day.

Notwithstanding 
thp 
pessimistic 
utterances that influences were at 
work 
which 
within a short, time 
would check the rem arkable pros­ 
perity the country has enjoyed, there 
is no evidence of any letup as far as 
transportation is concerned. 
Pres­ 
ent indications are that the railroads 
are facing the busiest seven or eight 
months in the history of the North-; 
west. 
There was a falling off in the ship­ 
ments of raw material for m anufac­ 
turers and there was a falling off in 
the shipment of m anufactured goods. 
But that condition seems to have, 
been temporary, for the roads are 
coming in for their regular rush of 
business and are making every effort 
to rake rare of it in the hest manner,- 
getting as many things cleaned up 
as possible before they are in the 
thickest of the rush 
Grain and f a t tie 
The roads are kept on the jump 
ar. present despite the fart that two j 
of the most important commodities 
are moving later than usual. 
Grain 
is moving two or three weeks later 
than last year. 
In fact it is just be­ 
ginning to move in any marked vol­ 
ume from Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
North 
Dakota. 
From 
Idaho a n d ’ 
W ashington to 
the 
Puget sound 
country it is moving more freely, the 
season in the west end being morel 
advanced. 
There is only about half 
the grain 
moving from 
Minnesota! 
and North Dakota to m arket that 
there was a year ago. 
So far the! 
head of the lakes has attracted more 
wheat than 
Minneapolis from the 
surrounding territory, owing to m ar­ 
ket conditions. 
The other commodity moving slow­ 
ly is range cattle. 
About one-half j 
the number of cattle is moving there j 
was a year ago. 
This is a late season 
; on the range, as bn the prairies, but. 
present transportation conditions do 
not Indicate what the movement will 
be this season. 
It probably will be 
heavier than last season, which was 
light compared to the movement two 
years ago. 
From the far west the transcon-! 
tinenta' lines have about all they can 
do handling lumber shipments. 
Movement of fo a l 
j 
Coal is moving heavily, showing 
I something of an increase over a year i 
ago. 
The commodity moved in f a i r 1 
volume during the summ er m o n th s ’ 
I on account of 
the urgent demand 
made by the railroads upon dealers 
and c o n s u m e rs -to lay in their supply 
I as early as possible. 
But railroad 
officials assert 
that coal can 
still 
move in considerably heavier volume. 
They say that the danger line has! 
not yet been passed and the majority 
of consumers will do well ifthey con­ 
tinue to bestir themselves in the m at­ 
ter. 
The lines are heavy on westbound 
I business. 
There is considerable mer- 
j chandise and machinery going out, 
j supplying the settlers of the great, 
j territory 
with 
manufactured pro­ 
d u c t s whish they are able to buy 
and need badly in their period of 
great prosperity.
